To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Magor  and  St.  Mellons  Rural  District  Council. 

Ladies  and  Gentleman, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annua!  Report  for  1965* 

Since  the  appointment  of.Mr.G.  Ashford  to  the  inspectorate,  the  area  has 
been  divided,  for  working  purposes,  into  two  district  areas,  namely  East  and 
West  respectively,  with  an  inspector  in  charge  of  each  area.  As  time  and 
circumstances  permit,  the  inspectors  will  change  areas  and  will  thus  become 
acquainted  with  the  working  of  the  whole  area  in  due  course. 

Housing,  as  usual,  has  been  one  of  the  focal  points  in  the  work  carried 
out  by  the  Department.  Since  '1949»  financial  assistance  for  the  improvement 
of  houses  has  been  available  in  the  form  of  discretionary  grants  and,  more 
recently,  in  the  form  of  standard  grants.  The  scheme  has  depended  almost 
entirely  upon  voluntary  action  by  the  owners  and,  although  the  results 
achieved  have  not  been  insignificant,  they  have  made  little  impression  on  the 
hard  core  of  tenanted  houses.  For  some  years  attempts  have  been  made  to 
secure  for  Local  Authorities  the  power  of  compulsion  and  the  1964  Housing  Act 
for  the  first  time,  conoedes  this  principle.  The  1964  Act  enables  the  Local 
Authority  to  compel  owners  to  improve  tenanted  houses,  but  compulsion  should 
not  mean  the  abandonment  of  voluntary  improvement,  as  this  still  remains  the 
only  means  of  securing  the  improvement  of  dwellings  in  owner/ocoupation. 

In  the  year  much  time  was  spent  by  the  Department  in  making  personal 
oontact  whenever  possible  or  necessary.  The  response  was  not  quite  as 
successful  as  wished,  but  I feel  that  it  is  worthwhile  having  discussion  with 
the  owners  to  try  to  convince  them  of  the  financial  and  other  assistance  given 
by  the  Local  Authority.  However,  difficulty  was  often  encountered  where  owners 
felt  that  they  were  too  old  at  their  time  of  life  to  accept  any  change,  and 
without  the  financial  means  to  carry  out  their  obligation  under  the  Act, 

2,722  Visits  were  made  acquainting  householders  of  the  assistance  given 
under  the  Act. 

66  Diacretionery  Grants  and  14  Standard  Grants  were  allowed  during  the 
year. 


I am  pleased  to  record  that  the  condition  of  the  1901  Council  Houses  ^ 
the  Area  is  maintained  at  a very  high  standard  and  I have  always  been  convinced 
that  given  suitable  conditions  and  environment,  an  earnest  and  honest  attempt 
is  made  by  the  responsible  person  to  keep  their  houses  as  they  should  be  kept*  We 
have  with  us,  unfortunately,  a few  people  who  lack  imagination. and  initiative  to 
maintain  their  homes  in  a satisfactory  state  and  will  always  remain  as  problem 
families#  However,  it  is  acknowledged  that  a closer  liaison  than  has  existed  in 
the  past  should  be  set  up  with  the  Monmouthshire  County  Council  in  order  that  the 
maximum  effort  can  be  given  to  assist  this  minority  to  live  a better  and  fuller 
life. 

Within  the  field  of  environmental  hygiene  many  new  problems  are  always 
arising,  and  not  the  least  of  these  is  the  urgent  need  for  the  provision  of 
sanitary  conveniences  at  the  much  used  lay-bys*  However,  I am  glad  to  read 
that  the  Council  approved  in  principle  the  provision  of  conveniences  in  key 
positions  on  the  main  trunk  roads*  It  is  anticipated  that  these  will  be  in 
existence  in  the  coming  year.

PREVENTION  OP  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 


Looking  back  oyer  the  last  twelve  months  it  is  apparent  that  from  the 
number  of  visits  made  and  treatments  undertaken,  both  of  private  and  business 
premises,  the  rodent  operative  was  kept  quite  busy#  Not  only  did  he  carry  out 
his  duties  in  combating  the  menace  of  rats  and  mice,  but  also  gave  his  expert 
assistance  in  the  destruction  of  swarms  of  bees  and  wasps  where  urgent  measures 
were  required  by  the  harassed  householder. 


However,  it  is  now  said  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Pood  that  it  is  possible  to  free  whole  areas  of  rats.  Whilst  a treatment  may 
be  ideal  for  urban  areas,  it  is  considered  that  difficulty  could  be  experienced 
in  rural  districts*  However,  it  was  decided  to  treat  the  sewers  with  the  poison 
Fluoroaoet amide  but  unfortunately  much  delay  was  experienced  because  of  difficulty 
in  obtaining  labour*  The  treatment  commenced  during  the  previous  two  years  and 
a further  two  treatments  were  carried  out  in  19*>5*  A total  of  62 6 manholes  were 
baited,  a test  baiting  was  carried  out  within  a short  period  of  laying  the  last 
deposits  of  poison  and  the  results  recorded  showed  no  takes  whatsoever*  This 
revealed  that  the  sewers  were,  for  the  time  being,  more  or  less  dear  of  rats* 


I again  wish  to  express  nty  appreciation  of  the  prompt  and  enthusiastic 
assistance  given  by  Mr.  R#  Braithwaite,  Pest  Officer  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  who  at  all  times  gave  his  personal  attention,  especially  during 
the  treatment  of  sewers  with  Fluoroacetamlde*

44  Samples  of  treated  supplies  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examin- 
ation all  of  which  were  satisfactory*  These  samples  were  taken  from  the  Cardiff 
City  and  Newport  and  South  Monmouthshire  Water  Board* 

A further  8 samples  of  untreated  supplies  were  also  submitted  for  bacterio- 
logical examination  - 4 of  which  proved  satisfactory  and  4 proved  unsatisfactory. 
688  connections  from  the  Newport  and  South  Monmouthshire  Water  Board  mains  were 
carried  out  during  the  years  all  of  which  were  to  new  houses  occupied  during  the 
year. 


SHOPS  ACT,  1950.

CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OP  DEVELOPMENT  ACT,  19*0. 


The  problem  of  unauthorised  siting  of  caravans  was  always  present  during 
the  year  resulting  in  some  substantial  time  being  spent  by  the  Department  in 
taking  the  necessary  action  of  removal*  We  often  encountered  the  passer-by 
who  would  stay  for  short  periods  only,  but  unfortunately  we  had  the  caravanners 
who  had  to  be  informed  of  a report  to  the  Council  with  a view  of  legal 
proceedings*  This  had  the  desired  effect. 

However,  legal  action  had  to  be  resorted  to  in  one  case  at  Nash  owing  to 
difficulties  that  arose  between  the  caravanners  and  the  site  operators  at 
St*  Donat's  Caravan  Site*  A large  number  of  caravans  left  the  site  in  April, 
with  the  majority  of  them  taking  up  an  unauthorised  site  at  Broadway  Farm, 

Nash*  After  a long  drawn  out  dispute,  legal  proceedings  were  instituted  against 
Mrs*R*  Adams  the  owner,  for  using  an  unauthorised  site  without  a licence*  The 
case  was  proven  and  Mrs*  Adams  was  fined  with  costs*  Fortunately  all  the 
caravans  left  the  site  soon  afterwards. 

Application  was  made  during  the  year  by  Messrs*  St.  Donat's  Holiday  Estates 
Limited,  for  a licence  under  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act, 
1960$  for  a licence  to  station  225  caravans  on  the  existing  site  at  Pye  Comer, 
Nash*  Plana  were  deposited  with  the  Local  Authority  with  proposals  to  bring 
the  site  up  to  the  " Model  Standards  " as  suggested  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government* 

The  site  known  as  the  " Beach  Caravan  Site  " St.  Brides  Wentloog,  under  the 
ownership  of  Mr.B.F.  Mall in  was  taken  over  by  Messrs.  St*  Donat's  Holiday  Estates 
Limited,  and  renamed  " Seaway  Caravan  Site  "•  Plans  were  deposited  and  approved 
for  the  siting  of  120  caravans  with  conditions  as  suggested  under  the  " Model 
Standards  " of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government*  When  the  work  is 
completed  this  should  prove  to  be  a site  of  a very  high  standard* 


The  granting  of  21  individual  licences  was  recommended  during  the  year* 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OP  POOD

All  premises  where  food  is  prepared,  stored  or  sold  were  regularly  visited 
throughout  the  year,  carrying  out  280  inspections  with  special  regard  to  the 
following:  - 


22  Canteens,  84  Shops  and  3&  Public  Houses* 

For  many  years  there  has  been  a really  marked  improvement  in  the  structural 
standard  of  food  premises,  but  improvement  in  food  handling  practices  has  not 
kept  proper  pace  with  the  improvement  in  premises.  During  each  inspection  the 
Department  was  mindful  of  improving  practices  and  methods,  especially  in  the 
handling  of  susceptible  foods  such  as  meat,  meat  products  and  custards  etc., 
which  are  commonly  associated  with  food  poisoning  outbreaks. 

Today,  it  is  a reasonable  assumption  that  the  seizure  of  unsound  canned 
foodstuff  is  so  rare  as  to  be  almost  unheard  of  in  the  public  health  depart- 
ments. The  old  method  of  inspecting  stocks  of  food  deposited  for  the  purpose 
of  sale  has  almost  entirely  disappeared.  It  is  common  practice  for  the  trader 
to  make  his  own  inspection  and  voluntary  surrender  any  doubtful  foodstuff.  The 
following  articles  were  voluntary  surrendered  and  condemnation  certificates 
issued  during  the  year:- 

Bacon  - 284  lbs.  Danish  Gammons  - 90  lbs. 

Shoulder  Ham  - 97  lbs.  Tinned  Fruit  - 24  tins. 

Tinned  Vegetables  - 394  tins.  Tinned  Soups  - 192  tins. 

Tinned  Meats  - 359  lbs*  Tinned  Milk/Cream  - 81  tins. 

Tinned  Puddings  - 38  tins.  Tinned  Baby  Foods  - 41  tins. 

All  condemned  foodstuff  is  taken  to  the  nearest  refuse  tip  and  buried,  under 
the  supervision  of  the  public  health  inspector. 

Periodical  visits  were  made  to  the  modem  factory  of  Messrs.  Wick  & Company 
(Egg  Products)  Limited,  Rogerstone,  and  11  samples  of  liquid  egg  taken  for 
analysis  as  required  by  the  Liquid  Egg  (Pasteurised)  Regulations,  19^3. 

All  samples  satisfied  the  Alpha- amylase  test. 

Inasmuch  as  the  importation  of  the  whites  of  shell  eggs  is  now  undertaken 
and  stored  in  the  deep  freeze  process  at  the  factors'-  15  samples  of  the  product 
were  taken,  all  of  which  proved  satisfactory.

THE  ICECREAM  (HEAT  TREATMENT,  ETC.)  REGULATIONS,  1959. 


The  majority  of  icecream  sold  from  registered  premises  is  manufactured  by 
reputable  national  firms.  It  is  delivered  in  pre-packed  form  end  sold  with  the 
minimum  of  handling  by  the  retailer. 

All  premises  registered  for  the  sale  of  icecream  were  visited  during  the 
year  and  informal  samples  were  purchased.  On  no  occasion  was  it  necessary  to 
take  action,  either  informally  or  statutory,  arising  from  any  contraventions 

of  the  above  Regulations, 


CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  19 56  - AIR  POLLUTION. 


Air  pollution  has  now  become  an  important  factor  in  the  ©very  day  way  of 
life*  The  Ministry  lias  long  since  become  aware  of  its  significance  and  has 
set  up  a national  survey  to  determine  the  seriousness  and  extent  of  this 
pollution  throughout  the  country*  Most  Public  Health  Inspectors  are  familiar 
with  the  practical  side  of  the  national  survey  of  pollution  by  Smoke  and  Sulphur 
Dioxide®  Daily  measurements  are  made  by  Local  Authorities  and  other  bodies  at 
1,000  sampling  stations  in  450  towns  of  all  sizes  and  types,  and  also  in  rural 
areas.  Daily  volumetric  and  standard  methods  are  used  which  enables  information 
to  be  compared  between  sites.  Smoke  stains  are  collected  and  read  electronically 
with  a ref lactometer,  whilst  the  acidic  gasses  present  in  the  air  are  collected 
in  a solution  of  Hydrogen  Peroxide,  and  titrated  with  a normal  alkali  solution. 

In  1966/6?  it  is  hoped  that  a sufficiently  comprehensive  survey  will  have  been 
completed  and  the  extensive  analysis  of  the  results  begun. 

During  the  year  incidents  occured  at  the  Spencer  Works,  Llanwem,  which 
gave  rise  to  atmospheric  pollution.  These  were  due  to  mechanical  breakdowns, 
and  arising  from  these  incidents,  discussions  took  place  with  the  management 
who  gave  the  assurance  that  they  were  mindful  of  their  responsibility  to  the 
public  and  at  all  times  would  carry  ou  with  urgency  whatever  was  necessary  to 
resume  normal  working  conditions.

ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT,  1963 


0 


Prom  1st  January,  1964,  no  person  may  keep  & Boarding  Establishment  for 
animals  unless  it  has  been  licensed  under  the  Act  by  the  Local  Authority. 

Licenses  may  be  renewed  annually® 

This  legislation  is  concerned  with  animal  health  and  welfare  and  has  no 
direct  connection  with  the  normal  public  health  functions  of  the  Local  Authority® 

An  applicant  for  a licence  under  the  Act  must  pay  a fee  not  exceeding  ten 
shillings. 

In  determining  whether  to  grant  a licence  for  the  keeping  of  a boarding 
establishment  for  animals*  by  any  person,  at  any  premises,  the  Local  Authority 
must  have  regard  to  the  f ol Towing :*=■ 

(1)  The  animal  shall  be  supplied  with  suitable  food,  drink  and  bedding 
material e 

(2)  All  reasonable  precautions  to  be  taken  to  prevent  and  control  the 
spread  among  animals  of  any  infectious  disease,  including  the 
provision  of  isolation  facilities. 

(3)  Animals  will  at  all  times  be  kept  in  accommodation  suitable  as  respects 
construction,  size  of  quarters,,  number  of  occupants,  exercising 
facilities,  temperature,  lighting,  ventilation  and  cleanliness. 

(4)  A register  must  be  kept  containing  a description  of  any  animals 
received,  with  dates  of  arrival  and  departure,  and  the  name  and 
address  of  the  owner. 

During  the  year  two  new  applications  for  a licence  under  the  Act  were 
received.  One  applicant  was  granted  the  necessary  licence,  whilst  the  other 
application  was  deferred  until  accommodation  was  provided  in  accordance  with 
the  Act.

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MILK  MB  DAIRIES* 


Since  the  last  report,  milk  producers  and  dealers  who  sell  raw  milk 
under  special  designation  after  1st  October*  19^4g  have  now  to'  obtain  a 
licence  authorising  them  to  use  the  new  Special  designation  of  " Untreated 
Milk  tt,  This  new  designation  replaces  " Tuberculin  Tested  ,s  * The  old 
designation  T*T*,  is  considered  to  be  no  longer  suitable  as  a description 
for  some  milk  only*  All  milk  produced  In  England  and  Wales  now  comes,  and 
will  continue  to  come,  from  attested  herds,  i*e«,  from  cows  which  are  sub- 
jected to  tuberculin  testing  by  the  Minsitiy  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food*  Existing  T.T*,  licenses  lapsed  at  the  30th  September,  19&4*  an<* 
a result  all  producers  and  dealers  selling  raw  milk  by  retail  will  need  an 
M Untreated  ” licence*  However,  a reasonable  period  for  the  change  has  been 
allowed  and  the  words  " Tuberculin  Tested  ” may  be  used  until  the  end  of  1964* 

Existing  legislation  has  also  been  amended  to  provided  specially  for 
ultra-high-temperature  milk,  which  is  referred  to  as  ultra-heat- treated  milk. 

One  outstanding  feature  of  this  milk  is  that  it  is  intended  to  stay  perfectly 
fresh  for  quite  a long  period*  From  1st  October,  19&5?  this  milk  may  be  re- 
tailed in  England  and  Wales  under  the  special  name  of  Uitra-Heat-Treated  Milk* 

The  licenses  of  both  Untreated  and  Ultra-Heat-Treated  milk  are  issued  by 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  in  the  case  of  producers,  and 
by  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  in  the  case  of  dealers.  The  Monmouthshire 
County  Council  is  the  appropriate  Food  and  Drugs  Authority* 

During  the  year  a few  complaints  were  received  of  dirty  milk  bottles 
supplied  to  the  customer.  However,  in  all  cases  the  complainant  was  not 
prepared  to  give  evidence  should  legal  action  be  taken*  In  every  case  the 
responsible  Milk  Body  was  contacted  and  checks  made  of  the  plant  in  conjunction 
with  the  Monmouthshire  County  Council,  Public  Health  Inspectorate* 

However,  the  answer  to  this  ever  present  problem  is  the  use  of  cartons 
and  it  seems  that  trends  are  proceeding  towards  this  now  at  a quicker  pace 
than  previously,  but  it  still  remains  a thing  of  the  future*  As  a Local 
Authority  we  are  frequently  faced  with  action  to  be  taken  over  milk  which 
is  delivered  in  dirty  bottles* 

Twenty  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  fox  bacterial  purposes,  all  of 
which  proved  satisfactory. 
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PETROLEUM  (CONSOLIDATION;  ACTS,  1928  - I960. 


During  the  year  fifty-one  established  installations  within  the  area  were 
regularly  visited  jointly  by  a member  of  the  staff  of  the  Monmouthshire  Fire 
Brigade  and  myself.  On  no  occasion  during  our  visits  did  any  serious  contra- 
vention arise.  All  minor  defects  found  during  the  course  of  the  inspections 
were  noted  and  the  responsible  person  was  informed  verbally  on  the  3ite  and 
notified  by  letter  as  soon  as  reasonably  possible 9 In  nearly  all  cases  where 
contraventions  did  exist,,  all  the  necessary  remedial  work  was  carried  out 
forthwith, 

49  letters  were  sent  out  during  the  year  dealing  with  68  contraventions, 

1 new  installation  was  recorded. 

Once  again,  I wish  to-  thank  the  County  Chief  Fire  Officer  and  hi3  fire 
prevention  officers  dealing  with  petroleum  installations  for  the  area,  for 
the  prompt  and  valued  assistance  afforded  to  me  during  1965* 


OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963® 


The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  is  essentially  an  Act  to  improve 
working  conditions,  and  for  securing  the  health,  welfare  and  safety  of  persons 
employed  in  offices  and  shops.  The  new  measures  greatly  improve  the  standards 
previously  set  by  the  Public  Health  and  Shops  Acts, 

During  the  year  visits  were  made  to  the  various  premises  registered  under 
the  Act,  By  the  end  of  the  year,  the  majority  of  these  premises  had  been 
visited,  and  a detailed  inspection  carried  out  to  secure  compliance  with  the 
numerous  provisions  of  the  Act,  In  addition  a great  deal  of  time  was  spent 
advising  employers  of  their  duties  under  the  Act,

REFUSE, 


The  illegal  deposition  of  refuse  is  still  predominant  in  some  rural 
parts  of  the  area  and  much  time  is  spent  in  arranging  the  collection  of 
material  left  by  the  passing,  irresponsible  night  motorist,  who  makes  any 
site  a disposal  area  irrespective  of  how  it  looks  in  the  daytime,  or  what 
danger  it  constitutes  to  public  health# 

Refuse  has  always  been  a vexing  problem  and  more  so  recently  because 
of  the  change  in  the  volume  of  refuse  and  the  growing  disposal  problems 
of  material  which  contains  increasing  quantities  of  paper  and  indestructible

material#  Added  to  this  is  the  problem  occasioned  by  an  increasing  demand 
for  the  removal  of  old  furniture  etc# 

The  change  in  refuse  has  brought  in  its  wake  difficulties  in  attempting 
to  dispose  of  the  refuse  satisfactorily.  In  past  years,  after  the  vehicle 
has  deposited  its  load  on  the  tip  surface,  loose  material  was  used  for  covering 
puposes,  but  it  is  now  becoming  more  difficult  to  cover  the  surface  with  a 
proper  amount. 

Difficulties  have  been  experienced  on  both  refuse  tips  at  Bettws  and  Magor, 
for  a long  periods,  in  levelling  the  sites  and  in  providing  satisfactory 
covering#  However,  the  recent  provision  of  machinery  is  a step  in  the  right 
direction,  Nothing  is  more  unsightly  than  a refuse  tip  without  proper 
attention,  but  greater  still  is  the  danger  to  public  health  that  can  arise 
from  the  lack  of  proper  control.
